It would have one 12 ,000- 
foot runway capable of handling jumbo jets. 
By 108 0, all three existing runways would 
be extended to 12 ,1100 feet, and by 19 8 5 , two 
more runways would be built. 
The ietport would be completed by 19 9 0, 
with about 3.2 million square feel of terminal 
facilities capable of handling about 36 million 
passengers and four million tons of air freight 
annually.

President Nix on’s reversal of his 
p osition on who may testify at the 
Watergate hearings, and under what 
conditions, is welcome news to a na­ 
tion surfeited with the charges and 
countercharges surrounding the case. 
It is evident that he has had second 
thoughts on the matter and succumbed 
to p ressures from members of his own 
p arty . 
The President did not do a com­ 
p lete aboutface. He told a p ress con­ 
ference he was still reserving the right 
of ex ecutive p rivilege “which might 
be asserted during the course of ques­ 
tioning.” And he made clear that the 
arrangement is one that covers this 
hearing only in which wrongdoing has 
been charged. 
This is p erfectly p rop er in that it 
will p reclude any witch hunting by the 
Senate Select Committee headed by 
Democrat Senator Ervin. 
But at least it means that White 
House aides finally will ap p ear vol­ 
untarily when requested by the com­ 
mittee and will testify under oath. 
And 
now 
that 
the 
President 
has 
changed his mind it ap p ears that he 
is ready to go all the way . He p ointed 
out that any p erson indicted by the 
grand jury would be susp ended im­ 


mediately and, if convicted, would be 
automatically discharged. 
In making the announcement, Mr. 
Nix on rev ealed that there had been 
major develop ments as a result of a 
new White House inquiry . One won­ 
ders what these develop ments can be 
in view of all that already has been 
said with regard to the Watergate 
sp y case. 
It is quite ap p arent that new names 
will be brought into the case or at 
least new information divulged, affect­ 
ing p ersons already involved. 
Rep ublican leaders are esp ecially 
hap p y with the President’s new atti­ 
tude. It was just a few day s ago that 
Sen. Barry Goldwater had p ointed to 
the disastrous effects Mr. Nix on’s p re­ 
vious adamant stand was having on 
the p arty . 
But as these columns have noted 
right along, the issue is bigger than 
an individual or a p arty . 
As Senator Weicker o f Co nnecticut 
o bserv ed, “ With bo th the ex ecutiv e 
bra nch and

charging after the truth, we sta nd a

truth.”

was instantly no ted. An Olym­ 
pic targ et must be hurled a 
minimum o f 71 meters, co m­ 
pared to the American require­ 
ment o f 6 0. 
To attain the g reater distan­ 
ce. the targ et must be flung at 
a hig her rate o f speed, causing 
a far g reater variety o f lateral 
and vertical ang les. The clay
